3. NEW HOUSES. 


Notes In the following statistics the term 'houses' includes owner=built 
houses, but not converted military huts, flats and shop dwellings. Values exclude 
the cost of land on which the structures are erected, 


(1) NEW HOUSES COMPIETED: 


During the quarter ended 31st March, 1951, a total of 966 new houses was 
completed in Tasmania. This represents an increase of 96 compared with the December 
quarter 1950, and is the highest number of completions recorded for any quarter since 
the war except September quarter, 1950, 


The numbers completed during the March quarter in preceding years were 772 in 
1950, 589 in 1949, 383 in 1948, 270 in 1947 and 119 in 1946. In the post-war 
period ( Septenber quarter, 1945, to March quarter, 1951),~ a total of 11,106 new 
houses has been completed in the State, 


In addition to houses, 5 new dwellings were provided during the quarter by 
construction of new flats and 5 by construction of shops with dwellirgs. 


The 966 houses completed during the March quarter, 1951, comprised 15) solid 
brick, concrete etc., 103 brick, concrete etc, veneer, 487 wood, 171 prefabricated 
wood, 46 fibro-cexent and 5 other types of houses. Of the total 41,106 houses 
soneststied since September cistten, 1945, 2,729 or 24.6% were of prick, concrete etce 
construction and 8,377 or 75.4% of wood, ics materials. For March quarter, 1951, 
257 or 26.6% of the total number of houses completed were of brick etc., and 709 or 
73.4% of wood etc. materials, 


The average recorded value of each house completed in Tasmania has risen 
at the following rate viz. £983 in March quarter, 1946, £1,037 in March quarter, 
1947, £1,175 in March quarter, 1948, £1,316 in March quarter, 1949, £1,460 in 
March quarter, 1950, and £1,791 in March quarter, 1951. For March quarter, 1951, 
the average completed value of each brick, concrete etc, house was £2,467 compared 
with £1,570 for each wood house and £1,235 for each fibro-cement etc, house. 

The corresponding average values for March quarter, 1950, were brick etc, £1,990, 
wood £1,309 and fibro=-cement etc. £867. Since 1945-46, the average completed cost 
has misen 97% per brick ete. house and 83% per wood houses
